Supporting documentation for the grant and use of 
Federal Library Services and Construction Act (LSCA) funds in South 
Carolina is presented in this annual program. Under Title I, Library 
Services, the bulk of the grant money is planned for the following 
projects: (1) general administration (Project I-A) ; (2) library 
interpretation (Project I-B) ; (3) strengthening support service 
(Project II-A) ; (4) strengthening collection development (Project 
II-B); (5) field services (Project III-A) ; (6) career education 
(Project III-B) ; (7) service to the disadvantaged (Project III-D) ; 
(8) library development (Project III~E); (9) service to children 
(Project III~F) ; (10) public library automation and technology 
(Project III-H); (11) literacy (Project III-I) ; (12) service to 
adults (Project III-J); (13) services for the blind and physically 
handicapped (Project IV); and (14) institutional library services 
(Project V). Total funds for Title 1 are $1,189,194. No funds are 
allocated for Title 2, public library construction, but $280,049 is 
allocated for Title 3, interlibrary cooperation, in the areas of the 
South Carolina Library Network and planning for cooperative library 
networks. Objectives and activities are described for each project 
planned.

Activities To Be Used To Meet Objectives and Needs 

The State Library will continue to conduct a vigorous campaign to promote the use of 
libraries. The State Library employs a Public Information Specialist who works 
closely with a staff pubhc relations committee chaired by the Public Infoimation 
Specialist. Publicity will be developed for all major State Library programs, for each 
LSCA project, and for appropriate public and Institutional library activities. Specific 
activities will include: (1) news releases.

There can be no clear-cut cause/effect relationship between the amount of publicity 
library services receive and the number of people holding a library card or otherwise 
using public libraries. What can be measured is the number of releases prepared, 
number of times media use these releases, number of Interviews given, etc. It is not 
possible to measure the attitude of the public vls-a-vis such publicity. Likewise it is 
difficult to determine if additional funding is the result of one particular event or the 
result of a carefully planned year around effort to promote libraries.

B. To plan and develop improved public library services in areas having 
inadequate service through special projects such as pilot or demonstration 
projects. 

C. To promote the consolidation of inadequate library systems into larger units of 
service.

Library Development staff will serve as consultants to the public libraries in order to aid 
them in delivering irnproved library services. Elxamples of activities include: 

• Acting as liaison between the State Library and librarians. Total visits will be 
approximately 200. Particular emphasis will be given to working with inexperienced 
and untrained librarians, it is expected that there will be at least ten new 
administrators to orient, one-quarter of all positions. 

• Representing the State Library at local board meetings. At least one board meeting 
per year will be attended by a member of the State Library staff. 

• Identify and coordinate State Library - sponsored workshops to meet specific needs, 

• Providing in-service training for library trustees. 

• Meeting with local organizations and community leaders to provide information 
concerning public library service.

• Assisting professional organizations by encouraging trustees, librarians, and staff 
members to join and participate in the activities of the associations.* 

• Employing an Administrative Specialist to provide clerical support for the Library 
Development Staff. 

• Providing support services such as travel, printing, supplies, etc. 

• Compiling and publishing of statewide library statistics.

6. The staff Involvement In the program; including general knowledge of the 
program, attitude toward the program and special training and preparation. 

7. The involvement of groups and agencies within the community already working 
with the disadvantaged. 

8. Comparison of project with similar projects In other states. 

9. Suitability of project for replication by other libraries.

In order to qualify for a Project HIE grant a public library must first qualify for State 
Aid by meeting state regulations, employ a professionally trained librarian, and meet 
minimum per capita local support for participation in this LSCA grant program. Per 
capita support for FY 93 must be $5.00 or greater. Libraries not qualifying will be 
targeted for Service to the Disadvantaged grants, 

V. Method Of Evaluation 

Proposals for grants-in-aid under this project will be evaluated and approved on the 
basis of the following criteria: relaUonshlp to project goals, feasibility, population 
served, repllcabllity, local management capacity, need, and evidence of continued local 
support.

A. To establish and administer effective standards governing personnel, 
materials, equipment, space, and physical facilities for institutional library 
service. 

B. To stimulate recognition of library service as an integral part of education and 
rehabilitation by state institution administrators and personnel and to elicit 
institutional financial support for library service. 

C. To provide technical professional advice and assistance on a continuing, 
consistent basis.

IL Relationship To Long-Range Program 

The Institutional Library Services Project supports Objective 1 of Goal III: 

'To promote the establishment and development of institutional library service 
capable of supporting treatment, education, and rehabilitation programs in 
state health and correctional institutions." 



III. Activities To Be Used To Meet Objectives And Needs 

This project enables the State Library to support the work of the Institutional Library 
Consultant who will: 

A. Plan, develop, and supervise programs for state institutional libraries. The 
institutional consultant will conduct an evaluation of the institutional 
program. The institutional consultant will visit each of the Institutions, with 
the exception of small Department of Corrections units, at least two times per 
year for a total of 70 field trips.

In order to qualify for a Project V grant, an institutional library must receive 
income from tax sources which is not less than the income received from those same 
tax sources in the second preceding year, employ a professionally trained librarian, 
and receive the majority of its support from state tax sources: The South Carolina State 
Library will award grants to qualifying libraries on a competitive basis. 



NOTE: Institutions which do not qualify for the grant program or choose not to 
participate are still eligible for other services from the State Library. 



V. Method Of Evaluation 

Progress of local grant projects will be observed by the Institutional Consultant by 
means of field trips and consultation with local librarians. Grant recipients will help 
evaluate the programs in which they participate by submitting regular reports on 
expenditures and armual self-evaluations.

E. Renovation of an existing county or regional headquarters building or branch 
library building for energy conservation.

The headquarters of county and regional systems serving 50.000 to 100.000 and 
meeting State Aid requirements . $200,000 or 50 percent of the total cost of the 
project, whichever is the smaller. 

The headquarters of county and regional systems serving over 100.000 and meeting 
State Aid requirements. $250,000 or 50 percent of the total cost of the project, 
whichever Is the smaller. 

Renovation of headquarters or branch library buildings for compliance with the 
Americans with Disabilities Act and for energy conservation. 

Hie amount of each grant will be determined individually on the basis of the 
nature and extent of the renovation required and on the other funding avaUable. 
In no case shall a grant exceed 50 percent of the cost of renovations specifically 
required to assure access and usability for the handicapped, and energy 
efficiency. 

For the purposes of this project county library headquarters buUdings in multi-county 
regional systems will be treated as headquarters only if regional headquarters is in 
such county. All other headquarters wQl be considered branches. 

ITie State Library will not use Title II funds for its administration of this project. All 
funds will be available for grants. 

In the event the number of approvable construction projects received is not sufflcient to 
utilize all available funds, the State Library reserves the right to allocate additional 
funds within the limits of the federal /state matching ratio. 

Construction must begin wRhin sbc months of the approval of Part I of the Title II 
application or risk forfeiture of grant. 
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Method Of Evaluation 

The State Library will evaluate each application to determine eligibility. Once a grant 
Is approved the State Library will provide technical assistance and review before 
construction begins. During construction the State Library will work with the libraries 
to ensure that contractor(s) meet schedules, follow applicable regulations, and 
construct the building in accordance with specifications approved by the State Library. 
Periodic site visits will be made to verify the above. After the building is completed the 
State Library will make a final inspection of the building. An audit of the owner's 
accounts and records of both local and federal funds will be made as soon as practical 
after construction has been completed. This audit is to assure that federal funds 
expended on the project are equal to the applicable federal share of the actual allowable 
costs incurred by the library in constructing and equipping the project as approved and 
In accordance with applicable laws, regulations, and policies established for the 
program. 

Overall the project will be evaluated on the number of new library buildings constructed 
in areas which previously had no public library facility or which had an inadequate 
facility. Standards to be used in the evaluation of adequacy of the library facility are 
found in Pamphlet No. 11, "Small Libraries Publication," Planning the Small Public 
Librarv Building (Library Administration and Management Division, American 
Library Association, 1985) and in Wheeler and Goldhor's Practical Administration of 
Public Libraries , by Joseph L. Wheeler and Herbert Goldhor, revised by Carlton Rochell, 
(Harper, 1981), p. 464.

Objectives 

The objectives of the South Carolina Library Network Project are: 

A. To provide better service to South Carolinians by improving access to library 
resources of the state, region, and nation. 

B. To facilitate the sharing of South Carolina library resources by means of a rapid 
communication system for the location of information and materials. 

C. To develop and service a statewide library and information network. utUizing 
computer and telecommunications technology, capable of delivering products 
and services to all types of libraries in South Carolina. 

D. To strengthen the service of the State Library so that it may adequately serve as 
a resource for all libraries in the state. 

E. To provide access to the Educational Resources Information Center (ERIC) 
document collecUon. DIALOG. BRS. GPO. and other databases. 

Relationship To Long-Range Program 

The project supports Goal IV of the Long-Range Program: 

"To encourage and develop resource sharing by all libraries through 
participation in the South Carolina Library Network and other cooperative 
activities.'' 

Activities To Be Used To Meet Obj ectives and Needs 

The State Library operates the South Carolina Library Network. The central 
component is the State Libraiy's integrated online system, which currently includes 
public access catalog, circulation, electronic bulletin board, on-line library directory, 
audiovisual booking, and Interlibraiy loan. This system provides local libraries access 
to State Library materials. The system is capable of linking other bibliographic 
databases in the state. At present time, all public libraries, most academic and 
technical college libraries, and some institutional, special, and school libraries have 
access to the South Carolina Library Network. This project will involve the following 
activities which are designed to facilitate the expansion and operation of the SCLN: 

A. CommurUcations - to promote cooperation and to facilitate interlibrary loans 

1. An electronic bulletin board service (EBBS) wUl continue as a regular 
feature of the South Carolina Ubrary Network. The purpose of EBBS is 
to increase communication among the South Carolina library 
community. Eventually EBBS may be expanded to a full-scale electronic 
mail service. 
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2. An on-line library directory will ccntinue to serve as an up-to-date 
service for information on South Carolina libraries. The directory 
Includes the names of library directors. i>e persons responsible for 
interlibrary loan, and telefacsimilie directory information. 

3. News for South Carol ina Libraries , a monthly newsletter, is published to 
foster communication among all public, college, university, 
institutional, school, and special libraries within the state. A monthly 
listing of recent acquisitions of the State Library. New Resources will be 
published to encourage use of the materials listed. 

4. The State Library will promote the South Carolina Library Network, as 
well as use of libraries in general, which should lead to increased usage of 
the SCLN. 

B. Bibliographic Access - to identify and locate library resources 

1. South Carolina Library Network - The State Library's holdings are 
available by means of an online catalog. Another component is the 
entire GPO bibliographic database which Is used to Identify federal 
documents. Libraries now have full searching capabilities by author, 
title, or subject. Requests for materials can be placed using the electronic 
mail component of the system. In FY 92. the addition of other 
components of the network such as acquisitions and serials union 
listing will be investigated. 

2. Machine assisted reference service - The State Library will supplement 
its reference service by the use of online computerized bibliographic 
services through DIALOG. BRS. Wllsonllne. Infotrac. VU/TEXT. and 
possibly other databases. CD-ROM information sources will also be 
acquired as appropriate. 

3. The State Library will continue to operate the South Carolina Library 
Database as a component of the South Carolina Library Network based 
on the OCLC Group Access Capability (GAC) which now has 35 members. 
In addition, there are 52 South Carolina libraries which participate as 
full SOLINET members. Thus, a total of 87 South Carolina libraries are 
now participants in the South Carolina Library Database, This project 
will be expanded with additional selected users. The State Library will 
continue to encourage use of SoUne. the Southeastern GAC sponsored by 
SOLINET. 

C. Interllbraiy Loan - to supplement and coordinate library resources 

1. State Llbraiy staff give direct Interlibrary loan service to all libraries 
which have access to the Network. In FY 92 the State Lltrary will 
attempt to increase interlibrary loan to all libraries by 5%, At the 
present time. 10% of the high schools in the state are being served by the 
Network. A request for funding to serve 50% of the high schools in the 
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state will be made in FY 93. During FY 92 access will be extended to other 
libraries which have not previously had access. 



2. The State Library is the communications center through which loans 
among different types of libraries are transmitted. In addition to 
interlibrary loan from its collection the State Library provides location 
services for all types of libraries in South Carolina. 

3. The project enables the State Library to employ one Reference Llbrarism 
and a Library Technical Assistant to work in the Interlibrary Loan 
Department. 

4. Network plans call for a statewide union list of serials. The South 
Carolina Union List of Serials contains the holdings of 38 libraries 
located in the central and southern parts of the state. These microfilm 
records are maintained by the USC School of Medicine Library. In FY 92 
the Union List will be expanded to include the holdings of major 
libraries In the upcountry region of the state. 

It Is envisioned that the South Carolina Library Network will eventually 
provide the means for online access to the serials collections of the state. 
At some point In the future the State Library plans to test online dial 
access into the State Library's serials database with selected users. 
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IV. Key Libraries and Other Libraries Involved 

Hie South Carolina State Library and the libraries of South Carolina. 

V. Method of Evaluation 

This project will be monitored by the Library Development staff with the oversight of 
the Deputy Director. The Director of Reader Services and Coordinator of Network 
Services will provide day-to-day management of this project. Interlibrary loan 
statistics will provide a major source for evaluation of this service. Success of the 
service will be measured in terms of: 

(1) the number of interlibrary loan transactions 

(2) the percentage of requests filled 

(3) the time required for filling patron requests 

(4) critique by librarians and patrons 

(5) number of new libraries which gained access to the Network 

(6) number of grant projects initiated

1. Investigation - The State Library will continue conferences and planning 
meetings to allow South Carolina librarians to discuss and investigate 
potential means of cooperation Including resource sharing, networking, 
and technological applications. If necessary, study trips may be made to 
observe successful multl-lype library cooperation In other states and to 
determine the possibility of repllcaticn in South Carolina. 

2. Consultation - When a need is Indicated, the State Library will engage 
consultants to study the feasibility of various cooperative activities and 
to advise on the development of a coordinated plan of action. The Stale 
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Libraiy will continue to provide consulting services to libraries using the 
services of SOLINET. as well as the State Libraiy staff. 

3. Demonstration - Where investigation and consultation Indicate that a 
given activity or technology can substantially improve 
communications, streamline library procedures, facilitate delivery of 
service, or otherwise contribute to resource sharing and interlibrary 
cooperation, the State Library may offer a demonstration grant to aid in 
establishing a cooperative pilot project that crosses type of library lines.

D. Communications - To expedite development of a future statewide library 
network by financially encouraging libraries to purchase telefacsmilie 
equipment.

TTie project supports Goal IV of the Long-Range Program: 

To encourage and develop resource sharing by all libraries through 
participation in the South Carolina Library Network and other cooperative 
activities." 

Activities To Be Used To Meet Objectives and Needs 

South Carolina's libraries, archives, and museums face the same problem of 
disintegrating collections which are plaguing similar Institutions across America. 
Many of the staf.e's books and manuscripts are being consumed by the acids in their 
pages, by exposuTe to too much light, by improper handling, and by wide variations in 
the cnvirormicntal conditions in which they are housed. Since no single agency in 
South Carolina is charged with responsibility In this area, the State Library has joined 
forces with other institutions sharing the same concerns to form the Palmetto 
Archives. Libraries, and Museum Council on Preservation (PALMCOP), PALMCOP acts 
primarily as a statewide educational organization. It serves its diverse membership by 
monitoring preservation needs, conducting workshops, and producing publications. 
This project will Involve the following activities designed to coordinate preservation 
efforts in the state: 

A. To continue to work with PALMCOP In conducting workshops and training 
persormel in disaster preparedness and preservation techniques, such as proper 
handling of books and simple book repair.
